Dr. James is a renowned 
naturalist. His writings and teachings are 
dedicated to increasing awareness of and respect 
for animals. He brought a varied group of 
animals including an emu, boa constrictor, 
alligator, possum, bat, and armadillo, and 
knowledgeably answered the questions of children 
and parents alike. He emphasized how much 
animals and people have in common, and in 
show-and-tell fashion, he walked each species 
around the room allowing the audience the 
opportunity for direct contact with the animals. 
Children showed little fear as they touched these

more than 2,100 books were checked out by 
children on the day of his presentation. In total, 
141 children’s programs were held in the months 
of June, July, and August with a total attendance 
of 7,661 children. 

In addition to the huge numbers attending 
programs, we are equally pleased to report, that 
1,785 children were enrolled in the Summer
